DON'T FEAR FARMERS. 
So far as finances are concerned, 
Officials believe there is little to be 
feared. One of the treasury au- 
thorities has estimated that the 
United States can now withstand 
eight times the strain under which 
it labored during the panic of 1807. 
For the first time in history the gold 
bullion held in treasury vaults re- 
cently passed the $3,000,000,000 
mark. ' 
No small place in the prepared- 


ness plans has been occupied by pre- 
cautionary measures against the ac- 
tivities of foreign agents. 

With the discovery of German 
Plots in this country early in the 
war, the Department of Justice 
greatly strengthened the facilities of 
ite investigation bureau. In the 
months that have elapsed since 
then, with the ever-increasing reve- 
latione climaxing in the disclosure 
of the intrigue to embroil Mexico 
and Japan in war against the United 
States, the department's prepara- 
tions have gone steadily forward to 
an ever-broadening scale. 

Ald has been sought of other gov- 
ernment departments in the ferret- 
ing out of German machinations, 
and with the approach of actual 
hostilities more than 600,000 gov- 
ernment employees throughout the 
country are called upon to be on 
the alert for suspicious activities. 

The extent to which science has 
come to the ald of the government, 
providing new means of w 
and systematizing the naval and 
military establishment, will not be- 
come apparent until there are ac- 
tual hostilities. Since Secretary 
Daniels organized the Naval Consult- 
ing Board, months ago, important 
experiments have been under way 
in the interest of national defense 
and it is known that recently Thom- 
as A. Edison had personally given 
much attention to secret tests of a 
nature carefully guarded. 

RED CROSS READY. 

The Red Cross is prepared at 
short notice, its officials eay, to es- 
tablish hospital bases to care for an 
army of 1,000,000 men. The Bureau 
of Mines has opened its first-aid 
course to thousands of wives and 
daughters of miners. The Pre- 
paredn e of American 
Dentists has\enrolled 20,000 dentists 
for public Service and has offered 
to ald recruiting, for the army and 
navy by preparing applicants to pass 
the dental examination. With the 
ald of Sir Herbert B. Ames, or- 
ganizer of the Canadian patriotic 
fund, the Navy League is organs 
ing a fund of $10,000,000 for the 
families of naval volunteers. 

In the long list of patriotic offers 
accumulating .a maximum which 
has astonished officials, apparently 
no line of effort valuable to the na- 
tion in war time has been omitted. 
Theodore N. Vail of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
hae assured the defense council that 
the wire facilities of the company 
are at the government's service and 
plans are ready for taking them 
over. 


There are many other notable in-“ 


stances. The National Woman Suf- 
frage Union its organizing clubs to 
train women in agricultural work te 
provide employment and teach loy- 
alty to immigrants. Women who 
can take the places of men in fac- 
tories and other industries are be- 
ing enrolled by the National League 
for Woman's Service and the Na- 
tional Council of Women, which em- 
brace in their membership the Na-

Unpublished Part of the Zimmermann 
Note Reveals German Bases,

gressman Clarence B. Miller 
of Minnesota, a member of the 
House Foreign Relations Committee, 
startied the House of Representa- 
tives today by revealing a suppressed 
Paragraph of the famous Zimmer- 
mann note proposing an alliance be- 
tween Germany, Mexico and Japan. 

That paragraph, according to Mr. 
Miller, is as follows: 

“Agreeably to the Mexican gov- 
ernment, submarine bases will be 
established at Mexican ports from 
which will be supplied arms, am- 
munition and supplies. All reservists 
are ordered into Mexico. Arrange to 
attack all along the border.” 

Secre Lansing denied know!l- 
edge tofight that the Zimmermann 
note carried such a paragraph. 
Chairman Flood likewise asserted 
ignorance. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Miller asserts 
that his information is absolutely au- 
thentic. It has been known in Wash- 
ington that the entire text of the 
Zimmermann note was not transmit- 
ted to the Senad by the President. 
and that a great deal of informa- 
tion bearing upon it was retained in 
the files of the State Department. It 
is further known that the State and 
Navy departments were apprised 
that German submarine bases might 
be established in Mexican waters. A 
quiet search for such bases has been | 
in progress for some weeks in all 
parts of the Caribbean Sea.

Kitchin referred to the British 
Closing of the North Sea and said 
no lives were lost then, as Ameri- 
ans stayed out of that zone. 

“We did not go to war over that, 
he said. “We know that the acts of 
Germany are not aimed at us, but 
are aimed at crippling her enemy. 
Are we quite sure that the real rea- 
son for war is the destruction of 
Amorican lives rather than destruc- 
tion of American property? 

“We did not wage war on Mexico. 
We were willing to forego our 
rights with Great Britain and with 
Mexico rather than plunge into war 
while the whole world was in con- 
fagration. I approved that course 
then and now.” 

Mr. Kitchin closed with an ad- 
mission that the resolution would 
pass. There was a scattering of ap- 
Plause and then Representative 
Rogers of Massachusette began to 
speak. He recited a long list of cases 
in which Germany has invaded the 
rights of the United States. 

The list compiled by the State 
Department showed that in the last 
two yvyeare and two months 22¢ 
American lives have been lost as a 
resuit of illegal attacks on vessels 
by German submarines. 

Representative Flood interrupted 
the debate to announce to the House 
the sinking of the unarmed Amer 
can ship Missourian, without warn- 
ing, and probably with the loss of 
American lives.

Capt. Harrison T. Swain, in charge 
of the United States Marine Corps 
recruiting station in the Central 
Building, at Sixth and Main streets, 
yesterday received a telegram from 
Maj.-Gen. George Barnett, U.S. A.

Plans were set afoot last night at 
a dinner at the California Club at- 
tended by more than fifty represent- 
ative business and professional men 
of this city to organize for Los An- 
geles a Morris plan bank. The cap- 
ital stock suggested is $600,000, and 
the particular purpose of the pro- 
posed institution is to make loans to 
people of steady earning power and 
get them out of the clutches of the 
“loan sharks.“ 

Stoddard Jess, chairman of the 
meeting, was authorized, by a reso- 
lution adopted, to appoint a com- 
mittee of twenty-five and a subcom- 
mittee of five to proceed with the 
Plans for organization. 

There are now seventy-five Morris 
plan banks in operation in the 
larger cities of the United States, 
and all of fhem are proving success- 
ful as a profitable investment and 
in aiding worthy people in their 
times of need. Twelve more are to 
be opened within the next thirty 
days, one of them, in Chicago, with 
a capitalization of $1,000,000. 

The plans of organization and op- 
eration were fully explained by the 
various speakers last night, and in- 
stances of the work accomplished 
were told. Mr. Jess also read tele- 
grame from various San Francisco 
men, highly indorsing the work the 
bank there is accomplishing. 

PRACTICAL BENEFITS. 

William B. Joyce, president of the 
National Surety Company, spoke of 
the effect of the Morris plan banks 
upon character, and urged the duty 
of employers to aid in providing 
means whereby their employees 
may be aided in times of financial 
distress in a manner that has no 
tinge of charity connected with it. 

Trigg Garner, director of the Mor- 
ris Plan Bank in Kansas City, and 
vice-president and general counsel 
of the Industrial Finance Corpora 
tlom— the parent body of the banks 
—told of the work accomplished by 
this institution in Kansas City. He 
stated that it was established in 
1910, and that its loans are just as 
sound as those of any other inetitu-’ 
tion; that a total of $468,020 has 
been loaned to 4742 persons, and 
that the bank is now 3 at the 
rate of an average of $1200 per 
day; that the cost is 3 cents per 
each dollar loaned, and that the 
very first year the bank brought a 
return of 8 per cent. 

Frederick H. Mann, manager of 
the San Francisco Morris Plan 
Bank, told of its start, M 15, 
1916, with a capitalization of 1180, 
000, which was raised to $260,000, 
and that ite total loans to da 
amount to $521,800, distributed to 
3471 borrowers. Last month this 
bank loaned $60,000. He told of 
the bank's activities in settling bor- 
\rowers’ accounts with loan sharks, 
and of the exorbitant interest rates 
which borrowers in this class have 
had to suffer. 

Arthur J. Morris, originator of 
the plan, gave a comprehensive de- 
scription of the workings of the sys- 
tem. He told how he had studied 
the entire problem from 19801 to 
1910, sifting the similar systems that 
have been in use in Europe, and of 
the original steps to establish the 
work in America. He told of the 
establishment of the first institu- 
tions and their direct success, until 
finally a $7,000,000 parent corpora- 
tion—the Industrial Finance Cor- 
poration—was formed in New York. 

HOW IT WORKS. 

He outlined the plan for borrow- 
ers, which provides that they must 
have two indorsers of their own 
Class to sign their notes, and must 
take out an investment certificate 
equal to the amount of their loan, 
payable in weekly installments, but 
bearing interest, which certificate 
may be surrendered in payment of 
the note when it is fully paid up. 
The borrower at once becomes a 
systematic weekly saver, and the 
speaker said the result was to keep 
the man out of the clutches of the 
loan sharks, and that 40 per cent. 
of the borrowers become systematic 
et after their indebtedness is 
paid.

WOMEN WOULD 
PILOT AUTOS. 


Car Owners Willing to Drive 
Them into Battle. 


Motor Club Members Prompt - 
ly Offer Their Machines. 


If there is a battle front anywhere 
on this continent as a result of Ger- 
mans war against the United 
States, hundreds of Los Angeles 
women Who own automobiles are 
ready to pilot their machines to, it 
in the service of the government. 

They have offered their cars and 


their services to the army, through 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. The male members of 
the club are just as patriotic and as 
free with similar offers. Secretary 
Mitchell of the club said yesterday 
that it would seem as if at least 96 
per cent. of Los Angeles automobilk 
owners are willing and anxious te 
give their time and property to then 
country. 

Last Saturday the Automobile 
Club sent a letter to each member 
asking if, in case of emergency, the 
member would be willing te place 
at the d@isposal of the government, 
subject to a reasonable rental, his 
or her machine, to be used in re- 
moving troops to or civilians from 
any certain sone. Wncliosed were 
return malling cards. These are 
coming In with gratifying prompt- 
ness. Up to noon yesterday more 
than 800 replies had been received, 
and only one bore a negative answer. 
With the exception of thirty-six, all 
the replies thus far received are from 
within the borders of Los Angeles. 

WOMEN RESPOND. 


Fitty per cent. of those replying 
signified that in addition to being 
willing to permit the government to 
use their machines, they are willing 
to drive them. Ninety per cent. of 
the feminine car owners offer te 
pilot their own cars. One motorist, 
who a in his fifty~-ninth year, says 
he will be overjoyed to give his car 
and serve as chauffeur. Another de- 
élares that his “property, body and 
Mee“ are at the disposal of the na- 


One Alta Loma man says that in 
addition to giving his own car he 
will, if the government. desires, or- 
fty machines 
from his section. A number of busi- 
ness firms offer several cars. Some 
of the autos offered are Single- 
peated vehicles, and others are motor 
trucks, capable of conveying from 
ten to twenty-five persons, in a 
“pinch.” 

Secretary Mitchel! of the Auto 
Club states that tn the event of a 
call for the machines the Auto Club 
will have entire charge of the mo- 
bilization and handling of the cars, 
this authority having been given by 
the quartermaster’s department of 
the Western Department of the 
United States Army. 

PATRIOTIC MOVEMENT. 


Speaking of the emergency move- 
ment started by the auto club, Sec- 
retary Mitchell sald: 

“It must be distinctly understood 
that we are not endeavoring to be 
antagonistic to any other persons or 
organization which has for its alm 
the assembling or pledging of pri- 
vately-owned machines for the use 
of the government in an emergency, 
or at any other time. This move- 
ment was started by the club out of 
pure patriotiem and ft is our aim to 
work hand in hand with those whose 
purposes are the same as our own.” 

The automobile club will receive 
offers of machines from motorists 
not members, and assures them the 
same cordial treatment as afforded 
club members. Replies to the let- 
ters sent out are reaching the club 
at a rate of about 150 a day, and it 
is expected the number will run up 
into the thousands by the time the 
outlying districts are heard from.

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LAW STUDENT 
FOUND GUILTY. 


A. Tolle Convicted 
of Manslaughter. 


Smashed into Crowd, Killing 
Two, Injuring Many. 


First Verdict of the Kind 
Returned in Years. 


Clarence A. Tolle, a law student, 
was convicted of manslaughter by 
a jury in Superior Judge Willis's 
court yesterday, and will be sen- 
tenced Monday. He was convicted of 
having displayed criminal negli- 
gence when, in driving the auto- 
mobile of C. W. Pendleton, former 
Collector of Customs of the Port of 
Los Angeles, he ran down and 
killed Howard Missildine and Sam- 
uel Morgan October 8, 1916. - 
The conviction of Tolle is the 
first returned by a jury on similar 
charges in several years. His case 
was consider sO aggravated that 
the jury w in conference but a 
short time before the verdict was 
returned. 


By the evidence introduced in the 
case it was shown Tolle was driv- 
ing an expensive and heavy auto- 
mobile owned by Attorney C. W. 
Pendleton. The latter had been to 
an elaborate reunion dinner at one 
of the beach gun clubs. Late in the 
fevening he, with his guests, was re-

Attorney Pendleton at once pro- 
vided ball for his chauffeur and re- 
tained Attorney Jud Rush to con- 
duct the defense. Deputy District 
Attorney Doran conducted the prose- 
cution for the county. Both attor- 
neys delivered able pleas to the 
jury yesterday in submitting the 
case for judgment. 

The conviction of Tolle is regard- 
ed as a marked victory in the cam- 
pa len against reckless driving, 
which city and county officials are 
co-operating.

Bring Schools Within Scope 
of General Plan. 


Cultivation of Foodstuffs to 
be Encouraged. 


Appoint Strong Committees on 
Important Task. 


The schools are to become a unit 
in the general plan of preparedness 
for Los Angeles, and for the pur- 
pose of working out a system to di- 
rect the energies of the pupils into 
channels that will add materially to 
the strength of the city, State and 
nation, seven committees were yes- 
terday appointed from the ranks of 
the school executives, principals and 
teachera, 

The first step will be to encourage 
increased production of . foodstuffs 
by bringing all available ground un- 
der cultivation at once. This work 
will be alded by the teachers during 
school hours, and teachers 
are to be employed to assist the 
pupils after sec lL In order to 
avoid w courses have been pre- 
pared exactly what kind of 
crops are best adapted to different 
soils in the city. The pupils will also 
be taught how to utilize materials 
now thrown away, and it is expect- 
ed they will apply this knowledge 
to their individual home conditions.

In the outburst of patriotic enthust- 
asm of the American people, all but six 
United States Senators voted for a declara- 
tion of a state of war with Germany. While 
according well-deserved credit to ident 
Wilson for his fearless devotion to his coun- 
try, as expressed in his most recent utter 
ances and action, in which he receded from 
the position be took three years and more 
ago, it cannot and will not be forgotten by 
the people that whatever there is of pacif- 
icism existing among them is largely the 
offspring of the counsel] of Mr. Wilson and 
some of his present supporters in the days 
when he was “too proud to fight,” when he 
refused to recognizé Gen. Huerta as de 
facto President of the Mexican republic. 
when he dilly-dalliied in dealing with the 
bandits who controlled and who still con- 
trol the government of Mexico, when he 
preached the doctrine of keeping out of war 
at whatever sacrifice of the rights and in- 
terest and honor of his country. 

Thanks to the good God who rules the 
destinies of nations and who hurled a light- 
ning bolt into Saul of old and changed him 
from a persecutor into a defender of the 
faith inculeated by Jesus of Nazareth, the 
American President saw the light and now 
represents to the fullest extent the free 
spirit, the devotion to patriotic ideals, the 
aroused conscience, the courage and the 
determination of the American people to 
uphold, at whatever sacrifice, the rights of 
our hundred million people who look up to 
the flag of eight and forty stars as the sign 
and symbol of all that is best in a govern- 
ment of freedom and order, law and inde 
pendence.

out Mountain, who sang the mighty chorus 
“From Atlanta to the Sea,” who anthemed 
their battle hymns before the gates of burn- 
ing Richmond, who in three wars carried 
our banner, blood-splashed and bullet-shred- 
ded, but flying still, trfumphant still, over 
every inch of American soil, that they will 
not be deprived of their heritage: that nel- 
ther the treachery of the trusted nor the 
craft of alien spies, nor the gates of hell 
itself shall prevail against the rights and 
honor and mighty power of this American 
nation, marshalled to engage in a trium- 
phant combat for freedom and humanity. 


PLACE IN THE COLUMN. 

Aesop's fable of the strong man who 
was unable to break a bundle of sticks and 
who untied the bundle and broke each stick, 
singly, finds illustration daily in business, 
in political and in social life. Dy intelli- 
gent concert of action men achieve results 
that would have been impossible without 
the application of the truth that “in union 
there is strength” 

A century and a quarter ago our fore 
fathers organized to create this republic; 
half a century agb our sires and grandsires 
organized to preserve it. It was the o 
izing ability of Washington that led to the 
surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown. It 
was the organizing ability of Grant that 
érushed the Confederacy. It was the or- 
ganizing ability of Stanford and Hunting- 
ton and the Crockers and of Oakes Ames 
that tied the Sacramento to the Missouri 
with an fron band and developed California 
from a distant colony to a prosperous and 
powerful commonwealth. It was the organ- 
izing ability of our bankers and merchants 
and industrial potentates that has lined our 
streets with skyscrapers and brought the 
mountain water to our doors and made of 
Los Angeles the greatest city between 
Alaska and the Rio Grande and between 
the Mississippi and the sunset sea. 

Today, in order to adequately meet the 
national exigency that confronts us, we 
need organization—intelligent, compact, en- 
thusiastic organization—and this is proceed- 
ing with rapidity and success from Bangor 
to Los Angeles. But let us avold too much 
scattering—too wide dispersion in our pa- 
triotic efforts. 

In organizing the people should not lose 
sight of the truth that even as “one star 
differs from another in glory,” so do organ- 
izations differ from each other in the order 
of their usefulness and importance. In edu- 
cation it would be a mistake to organize a 
class in algebra from students who were 
unable to repeat the multiplication table, or 
to require a law student to study the pan- 
dects of Justinian before he could define 
the difference between an action on a con- 
tract and an action for a trespass. 

That there should be loca! military organ- 
izations for home defense goes without say- 
ing, but these should not usurp the place or 
take precedence of organization for national 
defense. The Red Cross—pfalse to its hon- 
ored name—ie one of the most valuable 
adjuncts to our army, but before its activi- 
ties can be invoked in the field there must 
be wounds to treat and before there can 
be wounds there must be battles, and before 
there can be battles there must he soldiers, 
and before there can be soldiers there must 
be enlistments; and if a man has but one 


| dollar to bestow he should use it to help 
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procure a recruit rather than help to pro- 
cure a bandage. 

While the immortal souls of people are 
properly objects of deep solicitude, their 
duty to their God will be best performed 
by first doing their duty to their country. 
The Times is not disposed to unduly criti- 
cise Christians who donate $20,000 and $30,- 
000 per month to Billy Sunday for his care 
fully rehearsed and Orpheum-like exhorta- 
tions to sinners to repent; but could wish 
that at least a part of the money had been 
contributed for more patriotic and less per- 
sonal purposes. 

Let every man give of his money, his 
time and his effort all that he can afford 
to give; but let him give understand'ngly, 
bearing ever in mind that the nation Is 
greater than any part of the nation; that 
his duty to the flag of eight and forty stars 
takes precedence of his duty to any one 
star or fraction of a star, and that the whole

National defense—let that come first of all! 


ONEY IN BANK. 

Now that the United States is em- 
barking upon a war which was none of our 
choosing, it behooves every citizen of this 
great republic to do nothing that 
any way interfere with the successful wag- 
ing of that struggle to a conclusion which 
will not be only satisfactory to this nation, 
but to humanity. The main weapon of mod- 
ern warfare is money. We are fortunate in 
having an ample supply of that essential on 
hand, but there is a limit to the size of any 
purse. We will not only need expend hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars upon our own 
preparedness measures, but we will also. 
have to lend the Allies vast, sums. 

All of these great loans must be financed 
through the resources of our banks, and any 
American citizen who deliberately injures 
the working of that magnificent system of 
financial institutions in its endeavors to 
provide the sinews of war will delay the 
speedy conclusion of the world struggle. 

Our banks and financial houses were 
never in as strong and secure a position as 
they are today. The individual's money is 
safer on deposit in a good bank than in any 
other possible place. There might be a few 
of our worthy citizens, influenced by the 
wild tales of fanatics, who are thinking 
about withdrawing their cash from the 
banks and placing it in a safety deposit 
vault or in a stocking or hiding-place at 
home. By such action the tndividual not 
only forfeits all interest, but injures the 
financing of our government, even if in but 
an infinitesimal amount, and loses the se 
curity of his principal. 

There is not much chance that this country 
will be invaded by a considerable hostile 
force during the course of the present war. 
The police and militia, to say nothing of the 
home guards, which are busily forming, will 
be a guarantee of safety against riots or 
seditious uprisings. Actual cash will not 
purchase more of any commodity or article 
than a bank check, so what has the ind. 
vidual] to gain by taking his or her money 
out of the regular channel of business’? Se- 
curity of principal is jeopardized, as the 
money can easily be lost or stolen if kept 
at home, and if kept in a safety deposit 
vault box there is always the temptation 
to spend more money than one can afford. 

Therefore, looking at the matter from 
every standpoint, there ts absolutely noth- 
ing for a depositor to gain and a great deal 
to lose by the removal of funds from banks 


on account of the war. Not only does the 
individual lose in the security and earning 
power of his money, but he shows a devia- 
tion from that finer sense of patriotism 
which is so refreshing to find in a great 
nation. The hoarding of a few thousands 


of dollars in an old sock at home cannot 


in any way benefit the individual, while the 
money kept in the bank and invested adds 
its mite to the total sum which will enable 
this nation to give the final blow to humble 
the pride of Prussian autocracy. 

The argument that money is safer in a 
safe-deposit box than in a bank account {n 
times of trouble and stress refutes itself. 
If there is a riot in a city or town, where 
is the place the rioters strike first? Safe- 
deposit vaults or private hoarding safes, 
where they are sure of making a haul. 
When they find the cash already waiting 
for them to take it away, their work is made 
just that much easier. 

Thus it can be seen that the proper thing 
to do is to forget the idea of disturbing the 
bank deposits of the country. Leave the 


money where it has been safe for so many 


years, citizens, and do nothing to prevent 
our banks from devoting their entire at- 
tention to financing the needs of our na 
tion in this war. And there is nothing on 
earth so safe, so sure, so reliable, so de- 
pendable as the American banking system.

Spokesman-Review asks Democratio 
Congressman Dill of that city is “a petti- 
fogger and a nincompocp,” or only an ordl- 
nary ass, and whether he was always long:

In other words, Mr. Dill is for peace 
at any price. He would do “everything 
to avoid war.“ He would submit to the 
murder of our women and children on 
the high seas; to the sinking of Amer- 
ican ships and the destruction of their 
crews and cargoes; to the dynamiting 
and burning of American factories, the 
scuttling and bombing of the ships of 
friendly nations in our harbors: to 
plots in Berlin, furthered through the 
German Embassy at Washington, to 
incite Mexico and Japan to make war 
on the United States and conquer a 
part of the Union. “Everything should 
be done to avoid war.” ö 
To The Times this Dill appears to be in 

the same condition as the salted cucumber 
which bears his name—in a pickle. 


Let it be remembered that not long ago 
the Wilson administration thought there 
were more votes in pacifism than in pa- 
triotism, and more political prestige in an 
alliance with Bryan than with Lindley M.

TRAINING SCHOOLS FOR 
MERCHANT MARINERS. 


W ERAN. To THe Tiwes.!

HAT would not this sation, 


civilization—give for uninterrupted 
classes of graduates from all ot the 
nautical schools of the country 
which, in recent years, have bees 
allowed to lapse from existence by 
reason of a lack of foresighted pa- 
triotism that is only more to be de- 
plored than the penuriousness, mis- 
named economy, alleged as the prox- 
imate ground for letting them dis 
appear? 

Only a couple—the New York and 
the Massachusetts Nautica) Train- 
ing Schools — survived the ex 
tinction of the Pennsylvania Nauw- 
tical School, that went by the 
board four years ago, after the 
equally - important institutions of 
the Pacific Coast had  yield- 
ed up the ghost. In the utter in- 
difference to our once magnificent 
merchant marine which had so long 
afflicted us, as in our blind indiffer- 
ence to the political mutations even 
then breeding in the world's hotbed 
of national jealousies and covetous- 
ness, even the legislators responsi- 
ble for the prosperity and safety of 
ports, west and east, 

the possibility of 
any future need for capable Yankee 
skippers and forgot there had ever 
existed such an American type «as 


‘| bold Harry Bluff; with the heart of 


a true Yankee sailor. Boston's tra- 
ditions, plus its intelligent liberal- 
ity, did save the school there; and 
New York's imperative and increas 
ing need for harbor men holding of- 
ficer’s and master’s certificates made 
its school indispensable for port ac- 
tivities. But so little did the vagious 
other commonwealths concerned re- 
alize their responsibilities to their re- 
spective ports, and so little did the 
American people at large care about 
the sole means that had been de- 
vised to create the nucleus of Amer- 
ican merchant mariners we might 
have now possessed that, every- 
where else, they vanished from high 
seas and home wharves at the very 
hour when Furopean nations were 
increasing the number of their train- 
ing schools and this nation was on 
the eve of its endeavor to recreate 
its lost merchant marine by the ex- 
pedient of a Federal appropriation. 

It is useless now to dwell upon 
the invaluable services such a body 
of trained American officers and 
seamen could render in coast de- 
fense and in manning our ex 
navy with experts among its u 
ed recruits instead of mere lands 
men—useless even to speculate upon 
their absence from the decks of all 
the wooden vessels that can be 
rushed through construction to serv- 
ice during the next stage at sea of 
the great conflict. We must do the 
best we can with the untrained ma- 
terial at hand—with such sailormen, 
native and naturalized, as have sim- 
ply happened, and with as many sea- 
faring folk as can be spared from 
their own extreme need by the Al 
lies for the emergency. 

But, with the horse gone and the 
barn door as wide open as ever, 
there have appeared the 
of a movement to reestablish at 
least one of the nautical training 
schools—that of Pennsylvania. That 
the United States as a whole needs 
a dozen instead of one more is as 
much beside the mark as would be 
the criticiam that, since the produc- 
tion of graduates qualified for rating 
as officers must require three years, 
no haste tn the present can meet 
the exigencies of the immediate and 


its future as being momentots at 
least for our welfare in peace: and 
who is there living today who can 
aver with certainty how momentous 
for war may be the future of three 
years hence? | 

During that last year of the Penn- 
syivania Nautical School I took a 
census of 1160 out of the 1461 stu- 
dents enrolled tn the school during 
its twenty-four years of existence. 
The 301 remaining comprised those 
graduates for whom no 
addresses were available. The re- 
plies showed a proportion amount- 
ing to 100 graduates who were rank- 
ing as captains of ships: many more 
holding master’s certificates, and 
hundreds holding officer’s positions. 
The trans-Atlantic liners had many 
as commanders and officers, as had 
also our lake shipping. The United 
States government service holds 
many others, serving as officers of 
transports, colliers, inspectors and 
Coast and Geodetic Survey officials. 
Where life ashore has claimed these 
graduates, the matority have risen 
to prominent position in finance, 
trade and professional life. No oth- 
er agency has been devised which 
so swiftly and effectually transforms 
the landsman into the competent, 
modern sailor; so fits him, within 
the legal year at sea after his two 
years in the school, for rank as an 
officer; or so inspires him with the 
ambition which, afloat or ashore, 
makes of him a citizen far above the 
average in value to the nation. 

It is not too much to say that tn 
nautical training schools alone, and 
many of them, lies the possibility of 
renewing, within the period at our 
disposal for the tremendous needs of 
the nascent American merchant ma- 
rine—and perhaps of our navy’s ul- 
timate expansion—the supply of na- 
tive-born mariners fit to revive the 
fame of the old-time Yankee skip- 
pers and the bold Harry Bluffs who 
sailed under them. equally prepared 
for service tn peace and in war.
